And to suppose that the 
professor of natural science eliminates the 
conception of a first cause from creation, by 
supplying natural explanations, Is completely 
to ignore the sphere and limits to which it is 
confined.--Lerky't History of Rationalism.

The Limits of Science. 
Scientific men sometimes forget that the 
discovery of law is not an adequate solution 
of the problem of causes. 
When all the motions of the heavenly bodies 
have been reduced to the domination of grav­ 
itation, gravitation itself still remains an in­ 
soluble problem. 
Why it is that matter at­ 
tracts matter, we do not know—perhaps uever 
shall know. 
Science can throw much light 
upon the laws that preside over the develop­ 
ment of life; but what life is, and what its ul­ 
timate cause, we are utterly unable to say.— 
The mind of man, which can track the course 
of the comet, and measure the velocity of 
light, has hitherto proved incapable of ex­ 
plaining the existence of the minutest insect, 
or the growth of the most humble plant. 
In grouping phenomena, in ascertaining 
their sequence and their analogies, its achieve­ 
ments have been marvelous. 
In discovering 
ultimate causes, it has absolutely failed. . 
An impenetrable mystery lies at the root of 
every existing thing. 
The first principle, the 
dynamic force, the vivifying power, the effi­ 
cient causes of those successions which we 
term natural laws, elude the utmost efforts of 
our research. 
The scalpel of the anatomist 
and the analysis of the chemist are here at 
fault. 
The microscope, which reveals the 
traces of all-pervadiug, all-ordainlng intelli­ 
gence in the minutest globule, supplies no so­ 
lution of the problem. 
We know nothing or 
next to nothing of the relations of mind to 
matter, either in our own persons or in the 
world around us. 
And to suppose that the 
professor of natural science eliminates the 
conception of a first cause from creation, by 
supplying natural explanations, ¡3 completely 
to ignore the sphere and limits to which it is 
confined.—Lecky's History o f Rationalism. 


An American Asks the Emperor of Aus­ 
tria to Take a Drink, 


A Vienna correspondent of the New York 
Herald, giving an account of the Austrian 
emperor’s visit to the American department 
at the Vienna exposition states that his ma­ 
jesty examined the bottles of American wine, 
“looking at the labels and the gilding and 
silvered swathings around the necks, and ask- 
ed.thcir qualities, and whether there was any 
special variety not grown in Europe. 
I sup­ 
pose this question must have inspired one ex­ 
hibitor from California, who was not, as a free 
and independent citizen of a land where all 
are emperor3, above taking a drink with his 
Austrian brother. 
As it was, he was ready 
with his gift. 
There wa3 a golden-necked 
bottle, in cooling, soothing ite, and a dozen 
champagne glasses, of Bohemian flnene s, and 
he stood with his knife ready to snap the con­ 
fining cord, and let the pent-up sun and fat­ 
ness of California rusli out to warm an impe­ 
rial heart and gladden his gracious eyes. The 
emperor sauntered along until he came to the 
display. ‘What wine is this?’ he said. ‘Cham­ 
pagne.’ 
‘It is very beautiful,’ he rejoined, re­ 
ferring to the label, we suppose. 
‘Will- your 
majesty take a glass of Champagne ?’ said the 
California freeman in the most affable terms; 
‘will your majesty test our American wine?’ 
and he raised his glass and put the knife to 
the cord. 
Francis Joseph paused a second, 
looked his imperial American brother full in 
the face, smiled, and said, “No thank you!” 
It was rather early in the morning, we fancy, 
and, again, foreign people do not take liber­ 
ties with champagne.” 


Street Loungers’ Villainies. 


In an editorial reproof of the citizens for 
“that excess of lazy good nature which per­ 
mits the election of amiable nonenities to the 
most important and exacting public trusts,” 
the Springfield (Mass.) Republican uses the 
following example to enforce its point: 
“For more than a year now the streets of 
Springfield have been unsafe for a. woman to 
walk in. 
They have beeu practically captur­ 
ed and.held bv a gang of miscreants—bow nu­ 
merous we dou’t know and the police can’t 
tell us—who make it their evening business or 
recreation, to throw some vile compound upon 
women’s dresses as they pass. 
They are very 
impartial in their attentions—rich or poor,, 
the wife of a prominent citizen or the young 
visitor on her wedding tour—it does not seem 
to make any difference to them who or what 
the victim may be. 
Every now and then we 
hear of a fresh case, in which a costly dress 
has been ruined. 
What we do not hear of is 
the arrest and punishment of the sneaking 
wretches who have been thus diverting them­ 
selves, for a whole year past, at our expense. 
It is interesting to know that the authorities 
detailed special policemen some time ago to 
watch for ti.em. 
We suppose they are si ill 
watching. 
Meanwhile the dresses and tem­ 
pers of our ladies continue to suffer, aud Spring­ 
field has the humiliation of seeing itself, after 
all it lias paid for police protection, at the 
mercy of a handful of “tobacco sqnirters.” 
The above will apply with equal force to 
this city as to Springfield. 
No city of our size 
cau boast of more coutemptible sneaks than 
we can, who arc engaged in this same crimi­ 
nal business.— Albany Repress.

Wc really pity Mosby. i lie poor fellow has 
been having a good time late'y, but now he’s 
catching it aud it will be piled on every day 
worse and worse. Harlan’s paper as soon us

Vnd now the Albauy Journal has discovered 
that as Mosby was a bushwhacker In war he 
is a guerilla in politics.

The state aud 
nailon have each lo3t large sums iu pretty 
much the sime way, and they could take a 
hint from President Watson, agreeably sur­ 
prising the taxpayers with the result. 
But 
Watson carries with him a proposition that 
will stagger European capitalists a little, it be­ 
ing nothing less than a request for the small 
loan of forty millions. The necessity for the 
additional track and the nnrrow-guaging of 
the road which this is to pay for, is patent 
enough, and it is hoped Watson will succeed. 
The fate of the Vienna Exposition convoys 
lessons which may well be committed to mem­ 
ory. From tlr3t to last the main idea seems 
to have been to make as much money as pos­ 
sible, the desire to make a grand and worthy 
exhibition of the products of all nations, at 
least with the Viennese if not with the mana­ 
gers, being secondary. To this end the Vien­ 
na hotel keepers swindled their guests by out­ 
rageous charges, and tiie commonest necessi­ 
ties cost three aud four times their real worth. 
Then there are intimations that the Austrian 
managers in charge were not strictly ‘"on the 
square,” and one firm at least won’t take its 
medal for this reason. So taking it all iu all 
the Exposition, which had every prospect for 
brilliant success, has been a decided farce.— 
The first lesson is—don’t have your interna­ 
tional expositions unwieldy; the second, don’t 
try to swindle those who patronize then); the 
third, don’t try to make money out of them; 
and if they can’t be run without these accom­ 
paniments, don’t have them at all. 
A New York paper pokes a little fun at the 
yachtsmen of that ■ vicinity and recommends 
them hereafter to try cruising ou the Central 
Park pond, as they would then avoid the great 
objection to ocean crui?es—sea-sickness. Of 
course the point of this joke i? that men claim­ 
ing to be yachtsmen or sailor , should be sub­ 
ject to sea-sickness at all.

It takes the very broad 
ground that government cannot alienate its 
so ereignty to any corporation, and they will 
not vote for auy man who will not pledge him­ 
self to the abrogation of all chat ters to cor- 
por tious using them to the detriment of the 
public welfare. This as it stauds in an attack 
upon vested rights, aud cannot bo assented to 
without provision for reimbursement of value 
in the event of the assumption of property.— 
On “ hack-pay” it is very emphatic, and also 
on the increase of salaries, aud wauls the 
Credit Modifiers punished as criminals, and 
besides considers tho fees of pubtie officers. Iu 
all these the convention is as sound as a nut. 
The other planks arc of a more or less local 
application. 
This convention will undoubtedly liavo a 
very marked influence npou Minnesota poll- 
>ic3, and as a first gun its voice will be hoard 
ia every Northwestern it not also every Wes­ 
tern state.

A W orthy C h arity. 
Charles L. Brae? is writing very interesting 
letters to the New York Times from Minne­ 
sota, where he has been distributing among 
the residents some of the waifs his Society— 
the Children’s Aid Society of New York—col­ 
lect. aud provide for. This is a very good work, 
and we commend it to our readers. While 
the youngsters up* not much needed in the 
large city and run the great risk of being 
spoiled and ruined, in the west they are need­ 
ed and eagerly sought for adoption imo the 
families both of the townspeople und the farm­ 
ers. In a little western city we saw the small 
handbills -Mr. Brace had posted on the streets 
giving noiice that he would be In town on a 
certain day with nineteen boys for adoption, 
aud were informed that the parly was in town 
scarcely ten minutes before every one of the 
boys had found a new father and was hurry­ 
ing oil to a uew home. 
Those who adopt 
iheiu are obliged to promise them a good com- 
mon-school education and clothe them decent­ 
ly. We also noticed that the boys were very 
particular, when «pruning of tiieir new 
protectors, to call them “ father,” as if very 
glad to use the title to somebody. In Mr. 
Brace’s description of the reception of bis chil­ 
dren we recognize the names .of two boys, 
Fred, and Johnny, who were domiciled in tho 
family we visited and had found excellent 
nomes, and very content and happy they were 
too. If any wealthy people want to do good 
to poor children they can find no better way 
than by putting the Children’s Aid Society in 
funds to enable them to transport more chil­ 
dren from the streets to the west, where t’-.ey 
will have the I vest of help In becoming good 
citizens. 
T he .Vliunesota. F arm ers.

M v im s S c h o o n m ir e it re-callcil and exam­ 
ined by Mr. Fowler, testified: 
There was a

credited ut the Adjutant General’s office; I did 
not investigate to see how that discrepancy 
arose; I did not try to find out as to particular 
towns; these discrepancies arose under the 
calls of July aud December, 
1864; f do not 
kuow whether those put in the last day of the 
war were credited at the Adjutant General’s * 
office; I suppose there might be a good many 
Bupposnblc cases. 
Question—You cnnnul say whether that dis­ 
crepancy is the rem it of any fraud or not. 
Answer—No, sir. 
I knew nothing Of the sickness of Charles 
Brodhcad at the time of the investigation un­ 
til we commenced the investigation. 
Upon 
examining a [taper the witness proceeded: 
That is an extract from the books iu the 
Treasurer’s office; that was taken from the 
books. It wa3 made from the regular botid 
book: they have a book of the old Issue of 
bonds there. I saw the resolution; notwith­ 
standing the report of the committ ee relating 
to a settlement for old bonds iu the hands of 
Supervisors, I assumed from the facts I ascer­ 
tained there had not been a proper settlement. 
I ascertained tho fact that the only settlement 
made with tho Finance Committee was that 
the Superviso 1*3 would give a certificate or 
memoranda showing the number of mcu they 
had put in but no memoranda as lo nioueys 
paid 
to 
those 
men. 
I 
ascertained 
these 
facts 
from 
Mr. 
Brodhcad; 
I do not recollect whether I ascertained it from 
any otic else or not; he was a tuembor of the 
Finance Committee; he was Deputy Comity 
Treasurer at the time; I did not ascertain the 
fact from any other person; I made no inquiry 
of any one el3c; Brodhcad showed'-me some 
papers upon which some settlements bad been 
made: not all the papers; I do not recollect 
that Mr. Brodhcad informed me that the Fi­ 
nance Committeo had given to each of tho 
Supervisors a certificate Hint they bad ac­ 
counted in full for bonds; I suppose they 
had; I do not recollect whether I saw a full 
settlement with uuy of the Supervisors or not; 
I did not see a statement of bow many men 
any Supervisor bad put íd; I do not kuow of 
my own knowledge whether any Supervisor 
had or had not paid the full bounty or not; I 
had information that somo of the Supervisors 
had made contracts to have men put in rnueh 
below the bounty allowed aud they were put 
in under that contract, consequently the Super­ 
visors got the benefit of the surplus. 
During 
that time T believe the bonds were selling con­ 
siderably below par value. 
I did not suppose 
that the Board of Supervisors could settle with 
themselves through the Finance Committee; 
my idea was that they could only charge the 
county what tho me i had cost them that they 
put ia. 
There was hand money paid under 
the call of December, 1865 -aiom y paid to the 
pcrsou procuring the recruit; it is charged 
independently of the bounty; il><\: charge 
some $ 100,000 odd hand money. 
The information that the Fir*t Nat,oual 
Bauk of Ilondout deducted 3* per cent, front 
the face of the bouds was not entered in the 
bond book. 
I saw 3otnc memoranda of Mr. 
Brodliead's aud receive 1 the information also 
from 
general 
statements made by him. 
There was uotbing tinier the signature of 
Mr. Bray that showed that lie had received 3* 
per cent, commission. 
1 saw a memoranda 
of Brodliead's which was iu ttie form of a bauk 
book: I do uot recollect that I saw the real 
bank book. 
I do not know us I can give the 
entries. 
I made out a statement of how much 
Brodhcad received from the bank aud how 
many bonds went to the bank. I do not know 
where the statement is; I have net looked for 
it; I made out two or three statements; I 
made out the statement from information that 
Mr. Brodhcad furnished. 
Q. If it should turn out that Mr. Bray te- 
ceired nearly all those bouds at Mr. Brod- 
bead’s office in Kiugstou and at the time lie 
received say $10,000 of bonds, that he deliv­ 
ered to Brodhcad his own individual check for 
the amount of bonds together with all the 
accrued interest on it—that would be a differ­ 
ent state of facts from what Mr. Brodhcad in­ 
formed you ? 
A. Yes; I do not understand the fact lo bo 
so. 
Q. if it should turn out that that was really 
the fact ? 
A. That is a very diflerent state of facts. 
That upon the face of it would appear to tie 
an individual transaction. 
I never asked the 
bank for a statement of the account between 
them aud Mr. Brodhcad of new bonds sold by 
that bank, nor any officer or it. 
The only 
evidence I have is Mr. Brodhead’s statement 
and his memoranda; memoranda of his owu. 
A considerable amount of the claim against 
the bank was for accrued interest; this book 
I refer to was merely a memoranda book; I did 
uot ascertain that bouds had beeu sold through 
C. D. Bruyn. on which accrued iutcrcst had not 
been allowed to tlie couuty ;tlieonly information 
which he gave me of commissions allowed 
was through Mr. Bray of the First National 
Bank of Rondout; the bond book did uot give 
the dates of the sales of bonds to the bank; I 
thiuk the most of them were sold in 1871. 
The book was a small one, something like a 
bank pass book, if I recollect right; I do uot 
recollect whether all the entries were in BrOd- 
dcad’s handwriting or not. 
I rather think 
they were, though. 
At the.time I was in the 
investigating committee there was u large 
book iu which Ibero wore several entries, but 
I have not seen that book since that time; I 
presume Mr. Brodbead has tho memorandum 
book; I might have had It two or three days. 
Q.—In lookiug over that book or any other 
books of Mr. Brodhcad did you ever see an 
entry in substance or effect that be had paid 
$1,500 or auy other amount for the purpose 
of gettiug the new bond law passed ? 
A.—I bavo no recollection of it; I may have 
secu it, or may uot. 
Mr, Scboonnjakei* theu 
testified that he had discovered a portion of 
his brief in tho Supervisors vs. Brodhcad case, 
aud testified as to the number of circuits held 
in Ulster each year. 
I suppose the $27,0*0 
mortgage was givcu back at the same time 
the deed was given to Mr. Coykendall; I do 
uot kuow. 
There was a first mortgage given 
by the R. A O- R- K. for $ 2,000,000 to tho 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Compauy; I do not 
recollect whether tho deed to Coykradall was 
recorded prcrious to tho time of the execution 
of that mortgage. I understand there is a 
claim that the $ 2,000,000 mortgage covers 
this land covered by the *27,000 mortgage. 
{ 


do not know as I understand that the salt of 
foreclosure against the Railroad Company.Mr. 
Brill and otliurs was liegun at the timo I tried 
this suit against Mr. Brodhcad; 1 do not recol­ 
lect about it. 
Q. —If it had been commenced against Mr. 
Brill at that time, you would be apt to know? 
A.—Probably should. 
Mr. Cooper 
has 
talked with me tu relation to that suit; I uu- 
derstaud he is Mr Brill's attorney in the suit; 
I thiuk 1 have read a copy of the complaint in 
that case; I do not know when the papers 
were served iu the suit; there was no evidence 
before Referee Scott tta t ibis suit was pend­ 
ing; nor that the Rondout & Oswego Railroad 
compauy had commenced a suit for tbo fore­ 
closure of the $27,000 mortgage;I knew a suit 
of that kind had boon commenced, and that 
Mr. Bernard was attorney for plaiutifi. 
My 
understanding was that the case had been 
commenced, but I understood it. had been 
abandoned; I thiuk I discovered that that snit 
was pending before tho trial before Mr. Scott, 
but I do not know; I made no inquiry of Mr. 
Bernard to know whether the suit had boon 
discontinued.

’Squire Chipp has the houor of having tried 
in his court the first civil damage case in the 
county. 
The parties arc Thomas Delaney, 
plaintiff, against Joliu M. Briunier, defendant, 
aud the facts are as follows: Briunier runs a 
saloon ou Union avenue, and ou the 5th of 
July last tlio sou of the plaintifl, John De­ 
laney, aged about 20 years, drank at bis 
place u number of glasses of beer, which w ith 
sundry other glasses takeu iu ot other saloons 
on the avenue, made him very drunk. 
His 
brother tried to bring liiiu borne, but he broke 
loose from them aud rau dow n tho street hal- 
looiDg aud screeching like one of Ned. Bunt- 
liue’s Indians. 
Ho was afterwards found by 
John Devo near home, lying in the gutter, 
aud was takeu up by Deyo and the boy's 
mother aud carried in t'ne house 
It was also 
shown the son's intellect was weak, and that 
be occasionally had fits. 
The saloon-keeper 
was well aware of this disease, aud had also 
been forbidden by Thomas Delaney to sell 
liquor to auy of bis family. 
There don’t seem 
to have bcou a very great amouut of damage 
proved, but the law says exemplary damages 
can be giveD, so we suppose the Justice is 
only limited by the amouut asked for iu the 
complaint, which is fifty dollars. 
The justice 
reserved his decisiou. 
The attornejs were G- 
Hill for plaintiff and D. W. Sparling for defend­ 
ant. 
During the trial the room was crowded 
with dealers in spirits anxiously watching the 
cuse. 
The decision will have its effect ou 
these men, nodoubt, ami do more good fur the 
cause of temperance than a hundred speeches. 
We expect to see a full calendar of such cascs- 
in every court soon, aud theu there will In.- a 
docid' d decrease in the whiskey market.

Tltc free schools of Poughkeepsie were 
opened for the sensou Monday, anil right 
aw ay a civil rights case sprung up. 
There 
appeared at the Fourth Ward Primary School 
two colored girls—Josephine Rhodes, aged 
fifteen, aud Marietta Rhodes, aged nine years. 
They are the daughters of highly respectable 
colored people in Poughkeepsie, their father 
being the proprietor of a large dyeing estab­ 
lishment. 
The Principal of the school, Miss 
Carey, told the children they must bo mis­ 
taken, that they meaut the colored school in 
Catharine street. 
They said no, and insisted 
upon remaining, and did remain until noon. 
In the meantime Miss Carer visited ouc of the 
Board oí Education and asked his opinion of 
the matter. 
He told her that tho luw allowed 
tio distinction, aud if the colored people asked 
admission to the schools supported by com- 
tnou tax they must be received. 
The teacher 
returned anil informed Josephine, the eldest 
girl, that she was too far advanced to enter 
that school (she Is quite well up iu her 
studies,) but could go to the Second Ward 
Grammar School, and that Marietta could 
stay. 
After dinner Marietta went back and 
stayed about ou hour, when she returned 
home crying, saying that the teacbor bad 
given her books back to her, and sent her 
home. 
Mr. Rhodes, her father, at onco called 
upon Mr. Leonard B. Saekett, one of the 
members of the Board, in relation to the 
matter. Mr. Saekett didn’t seem to want to 
take hold of it, and sent Mr. Rhodes to the 
Committee ou tlio Fourth Ward School. 
Up 
to six o'clock Monday night, however, no 
decision 
had been reached, and a special 
meeting of the Board of Education will be 
called. 
Judge Eldridgc, I’resideut of the 
Board, entertains the opinion that the city is 
one school district, aud that when the Board 
provided a separate school for colored chil­ 
dren, it fulfilled the letter of the law. Others, 
however, say that does not meet the spirit of 
the law. 
Meanwhile Mr. Rhodes' children 
will refrain from attempting to enter any of 
the free schools until the Board reaches a de­ 
cision. 
The Board, if the law is correctly 
read, lias no business whatever w ith the mat­ 
ter, so far as the “color” of the children is 
concerned,

O U R F R E E P A R L IA M E N T . 


D e a d H e a d s v s . S o r e H e a d s . 
Some one, who is cautious enough to cou- 
c&al his name from the public, appears in your 
Issue of yesterday with au article entitled, 
“ Half Dead Heads," Hie object of which ia lo 
ridicule tho clergy in general, and those in 
particular who are guilty of accepting half-fare 
tickets from the railroads. 
The writer does 
not mention his own “ status” in society, but 
from the fact that lie calls the clergy his 
brethren, I Infer lie is either a minister him­ 
self, or a church member; and from the fact 
that he despises the gift of a half-fare ticket, I 
infer he is either better ofl' than ministers in 
general, or else be has never h a d a half-fare 
ticket oflered him. 
I am very strongly inclined to Hie opinion 
that he belongs to that class who have been 
overlooked in the distribution of the . •■-«weet 
boons." There are many who preach just 
enough to claim all the im'munitees and privi­ 
leges of ministers, but whoso lives are mainly 
devoted to some secular employment. Such 
the officers of the railroad have uot secu fit to 
houor with half-fare tickets. 
They are limited 
to those who preach the gospel as their chief 
or only profession, whose lives arc given to 
the public, and not uufrcquently sacrificed 
for the public good. 
The unknown writer 
puts a false gloss upou the subject. 
Ho would 
argue that the privileges and favors granted 
to miuisters proceed upon the supposition that 
they are only half men. 
Indeed lie Bays they 
have always “ held au humble 
in society 
when measured by Hie simple virtue of man­ 
liness." I deny it. 
They have been more 
thau peers to the business part of society in 
the virtue of maulinees; they have been pat­ 
terns. 
Whet her mauliuese is a simple virtuo 
I kuow not. 
I judge it however to be a com­ 
pound virtue, one part of which is to treat all 
classes of society with respect. 
If ho means 
by manliness independence, they have enough 
of that. 
If he means bravado, they are not 
a match perhaps for some, but they are satis­ 
fied with being simply brarc. 
Agaiu, he would have his readers believe 
that the gift of balf-fare tickets, as well as 
discounts at stores, etc., if not trom lack of 
manliness is on accouut of their poverty only. 
I deny this also. 
Net that ministers as a class 
ureabovo the reach of want, for it is prover­ 
bial that they arc of all workmeu the most 
scantily rewarded in worldly things. 
But I 
claim a higher motive in the public miud for 
granting this class of society extra privileges. 
It is out of respect to their calliug. 
No oth­ 
er men save ministers aro commissioned of 
Heaven to their work. 
To them is commuted 
the work of saving souls aud reforming the 
wrongs of our social ecouomy. 
Because of 
their presence in society a3 well as that they 
are most miserably requited for their work 
the public feeling is in favor of granting them 
certain perquisites which are uot common to 
everybodv. 
What society 
would become 
without tlie bible and without the living teach­ 
er to euforce it, it is impossible to conjecture. 
Neither cau business men, whether railroad 
comoauiea or what not, presume to tell how 
frail a teuure they would hold on their wealth 
If society rid or it's religious teachers should 
be left to form its owu character. 
So we see 
a great deal is oued to the minister of 
righteousness. 
In fact the real cause for dis­ 
satisfaction ¡3 not that half-tickets are given 
to tho clergy but that they do not give them 
free posses. 
At least if they aro required to 
pay half-fare abolish that most cruel practice 
of making them personally responsible for all 
accidents to themselves and losses to their 
property wbilo traveling. 
If you mean to 
give a man a thing do It iu such a way as not 
to make tho blessing a enrse. 
He tells us that “ he who after reflection 
remain# a half-dead-head, wears the visible 
chains of servitude, as mean a3 it is destruc­ 
tive of all true manliness and power.” This 
would be true if the boon were coasidered a 
sort of hush money to shut the lips of the 
clergy against the abiiBes of railroad corpo­ 
rations. 
It would be true if it were considered 
a bribe to procure the influence of the clergy 
in favor of railroad measures. 
But as it is 
neither I fail to see that n lmlf-dead-head 
becomes in any way a servant of the railroad 
company. 
He receives his certificate thank­ 
fully, yet never considers it a personal favor, 
but a respect shown to bis calling. 
I trust 
there is manliness enough to be fouud among 
ministers to 
reject auy aud all gifts that 
would abridge their freedom of speech or 
make them menial servants to an earthly 
power.

whereof at maturity a sinking lunti of one per cent 
per annum shall be established, and the tolls of the 
anals shall be fixed from time to time by the canal 
board ai rates sufficing, as near as may he, toprotide 
only for said sinking fund the interest on the debt so 
created, tlio oxpensea of collection, superintendence 
and keeping the canals in repair; and the contribu­ 
tion so created for said sinking fund shall be invest­
